Christmas time was already an advertising tradition for phonograph manufacturers 
around the turn of the century. So when Victor ran the above ad (originally in full color) 
in 1907, the phonograph had already been considered an acceptable holiday gift. Of course, 
they used their top-of-the-line machine, the Victor VI, to illustrate their charming 
scene. Still needed, however, was a volunteer to change the records. 

The Victor VI had been announced to the trade on October 21, 1904, and was a triple- 
gold-plated machine selling for $100.00. Originally supplied with a solid-brass (24" 
bell) horn, it came equipped with a mahogany crossbanded veneer horn after September 15, 
1909. It is certainly one of the most elegant machines of the period and is eagerly 
sought by collectors today. 

And finally lurking behind the shrubbery, the only dog with the social connections 
to wrangle an invitation to the dance — Nipper! +++

Question: I have a speech of 
William Jennings Bryan on an 
early seven-inch record. The 
company of manufacture is not 
given, but it is numbered 11101. 
Is Bryan really speaking on 
the disc? C . H . , Wayne , N . J . 

Answer: The record to which 

t • * 

you refer is listed in the 
Zonophone Catalog of October 
1900. The voice is that of 
John Kaiser. Bryan made no 
records himself before 1908, 
despite the many listings of 
his speeches in various record 
catalogs. Following the stan- 
dard practice of the time, fa- 
mous voices and speeches were 
delivered by sometimes unnamed, 
"elocutionists . " The one ex-i 
ception to this rule for Bryan 
is that he apparent ly made two 
recordings for the Polyphone 
of the Talking Machine Co. of 
Chicago in the summer of 1900 . 
These cylinders are not known 
to exist. 

Although the illustration 
below does not indicate it, 
the Polyphone used two horns, 
and two reproducers for the 
playback.

or "How I Was a Victor Dealer for 
the National Phonograph Company." 

Despite Thomas Edison's great inventive 
ability, we have recently learned through 
Ray Wile and the Edison National Historic 
Site that he also employed a man for many 
years to investigate the competition in 
various fields. Joseph F. McCoy was first 
hired by the Edison Electric Lamp Works in 
1880 and worked for Edison until 1936. Upon 
his retirement, he burned his diary and 
composed a type-written memoir of fascinating 
material. With great foresight, McCoy pre- 
dicted about the old phonographs in 1937 
that "There is growing up a younger gene- 
ration which doesn * t know about these things . 
They ' 1 1 want to learn some day. Then is when 
the sound-box will come into its own again." 

The following is an excerpt from McCoy's 
memoir: 

"Mr. Edison wanted information and more 
information about his jobbers and dealers; 
for instance, why one jobber or dealer would 
sell a great many more phonographs and rec- 
ords than others who were similarly situated. 

The National Phonograph Company in 1905 
-07 had a list of about 12,000 dealers, 
about 7,000 of whom were live dealers at 
that time. People were coming into the Edi- 
son phonograph stores and buying phonographs 
and records. Some of the dealers in the West 
would put up records in boxes of one or two 
dozen records, and the people from the coun- 
try coming to town on Saturdays would buy 
their records without playing them over. 

There were complaints coming in from 
Chicago, Pittsburgh and Buffalo about Edison 
records giving a very poor reproduction. In 
Pittsburgh, I found that a number of people 
had new reproducer points put on their re- 
producers . I found that some of the prominent 
jobbers and dealers had been purchasing re- 
producer points from a man at Jeanette, Pa. 
I called to see him. He was a glass blower 
employed in the glass works in the town. He made 
long strips of thin glass and at home would 
cut them up into reproducer points and get 
them as near as he could to the size of the 
reproducer points used.... He said when work 
was slack at the glass works he would make 
up a number of what he called sapphire 
points, and sell them to jobbers and dealers, 
and it would be a vacation for him.... I 
told him he was causing considerable trouble 
to the National Phonograph Company by people 
complaining about the poor reproduction of 
the Edison records. He guaranteed to discon- 
tinue making and selling the points. 



The Reisbeck Electroplate Co., Rose 
Street, New York, were making moulds for 
jobbers, who were duplicating good selling 
records. I had him make me up a dozen of 
moulds. He told me whom he was making moulds 
for. He discontinued the mould business when 
he was notified by the Company. 

In 1905 I informed Mr. Gilmore that a 
number of good Edison jobbers and dealers 
were carrying in stock Victor Talking Mach- 
ines. They had them on consignment and the 
Victor Company was paying the salesman who 
sold a Victor machine $5.00 and $10.00 on 
each sale. Mr. Gilmore said the few machines 
they sell will not amount to anything, and 
it will not affect the sale of the phono- 
graph business, so forget about it. After 
the Victor Company had a fair production, 
they stopped giving commissions to the sales- 
man who sold Victor Machines in Edison Pho- 
nograph stores. 

The Victor Company advertised their ar- 
tists very extensively and their artists were 
giving exhibitions in their homes of the 
Victor machines and of their records. The 
artists were acting as super-salesmen 
saleswomen to push the sale of their records, as 
the more records sold of their selections the 
more money they were making on commissions 
of the sale of their records, and some of 
the artists were certainly good boosters for 
the Victor Company. Mr. Edison always looked 
over the advertisements in the daily papers 
and magazines, and he wanted reports on the 
Victor Company as to the number of employees 
hours of labor, machines and reoords made 
and sold each month. 

I also secured a list of the Victor Com- 
pany's stockholders and found that all their 
jobbers were stockholders , owning from fifty 
to three hundred shares of the Victor Company 
stock. 

...As Mr. Edison wanted to know the num- 
ber of freight cars the Victor Company re- 
quired monthly and the number of freight cars 
the Campbell Soup Company required monthly 
for their business, I ascertained that the 
Campbell Soup Company required more cars 
monthly than the Victor Company. 

I was a Victor Talking Machine dealer 
for more than a year. I signed with the 
Douglas Phonograph Company, which company 
was operated by the National Phonograph Com- 
pany .... 

When Mr. Edison engaged young men to sell 
the Edison Disc Phonograph and furnished 
them with Ford cars, I told Mr. Edison he 
was making a mistake, and it would prove to 
be a failure and that he would lose consid- 
erable money in trying out that method of 
selling the phonograph..,. The Columbia 
Phonograph Company tried out the same plan 
in and around Philadelphia, Pa., and they 
lost more than $60,000."

BOOK REVIEW 

Most phonograph collectors have often had a difficult 
experience in explaining their hobby to non-collectors. 
After a while, they just give up, or try to see more of 
their collector friends. But there is a new book which 
should give courage to machine and record fans. Entitled 
Incredible Collectors , Weird Antiques , and Odd Hobbies 3 
and written by Bill Carmichael, it enumerates fields 
virtually unheard of by most of us. 

Among the collecting interests surveyed are old string, 
barn-doors, china canaries, handcuffs, used artillery 
shells, elephant hair, rail-nails, glass-eyes (!) , barbed 
wire, old typewriters, death masks, and circus oddities. 
Mr. Carmichael actually interviewed many of these collect- 
ors and their attitudes make interesting reading. It is 
tempting to scoff at many of these hobbies, but who is to 
say what makes a hobby respectable? It seems to happen when 
a large enough group shares the same interest, and there 
is some sense of discrimination and knowledge among the 
individuals. In this way, the famous Collyer brothers, who 
collected (or rather accumulated) everything from old tires 
to the remnants of the year's past meals, are certainly 
exempt . 

There are some hobbies mentioned which are of musical 
interest. One was collecting sheet music which commemorated 
Lindbergh's flight to Paris in 1927 (over 250 apparently), 
and another was amassing unusual song titles. One that 
stands out here is the otherwise unknown "Would you rather 
be a Colonel with an eagle on your shoulder or a Private 
with a chicken on your knee?" And another gentleman eagerly 
seeks out old steam-driven calliopes. Phonograph and record 
collecting is conspicuously absent. 

One of the msot interesting chapters deals with the 
collecting of antique typewriters. This instrument became 
popular around the same time as the phonograph, and APM 
will soon publish an article on their development. As a 
matter of fact, Mark Twain, who was probably the first 
novelist to typewrite a manuscript, was also one of the 
first people to order a phonograph from Edison in 1888. 
Another chapter on World's Fair mementos reminds us that 
one could trace the development of the phonograph by in- 
specting exhibits as early as the Paris Fair of 1878 and 
the St. Louis World's Fair and the Panama- Pacific Exposi- 
tion of the twentieth century. 

Unfortunately, the book is written in a superficial, 
popular style and tends to treat all hobbies alike. In his 
attempt to cover the field, Mr. Carmichael leaves a subject 
almost as soon as he has introduced it. The 275 pages 
have margins and blank space which indicates that the book 
has been artificially bulked to justify its price of $8.95. 
There also could have been a bibliography, and perhaps an 
index of collectors' organizations. And it is never clear 
whether Carmichael is treating his subject seriously or 
poking fun. But other collectors at least will be astonished 
and even entertained by the variety of collecting interests . 
Hard-cover copies are available from your local bookstore 

or direct from Prentice-Hall Publishers, Englewood Cliffs, 
New Jersey 07232. Our own recommendation would be to read 
it at your local library.
